Flowerpot wrapper. 

Patented in the German Empire from July 2, 1929 forward. 

The object of the invention is a flowerpot wrapper with a truncated-cone-shaped covering 
made of a flexible, water-repellent material. 

Such wrappers made of sheet metal, but which had a separation point, have already been 
proposed; and since they also had no bottom, the excess water coming out of the 
flowerpot during watering could not be retained. Moreover, already proposed flowerpot 
wrappers with a covering made of paper and an outer decorative jacket made of 
waterproof fibrous material, in fact, had a bottom, which was, however, attached only 
with staples; since the paper covering likewise had a separation point, these wrappers^ 
were likewise not watertight, and had the flaw of not beinjg expandable such that they 
could only be used for one flowerpot size. 

These drawbacks are now eliminated with the flowerpot wrapper according to the 
invention in that it consists of a covering folded in a zigzag made in one piece with the 
bottom such that a closed container is formed; a tying cord runs through the folds. 

Thanks to the design of the wrapper, it can be quickly and simply adapted within broad 
limits to flowerpots of different diameters, whereby it nevertheless permits ample air to 
reach the sides of the flowerpot; the excess water can collect in the wrapper without 
damaging it or running out. At the same time, the folding increases the strength of the 
wrapper which is produced in known fashion from celluloid, cellon [a synthetic material 
similar to cellophane], rubber, impregnated laminated flber sheets, oil paper, or the like. 

An exemplary embodiment of the invention is depicted in the drawing, which shows a 
flowerpot wrapper in elevation. 
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The flowerpot wrapper depicted in the drawing forms a truncated-cone*shaped container 
1 closed on the bottom by a base, made, for example, of celluloid, into which zigzag 
pleating is pressed all the way around. A cord 2, by means of whose loosening or 
tightening the container can be expanded or narrowed and thus adapted precisely to the 
upper diameter of the flowerpot, passes through all the folds. 

CLAIM: 

Flowerpot wrapper with a truncated-cone-shaped covering made of a flexible water- 
repellent material, characterized in that the covering prefolded in a zigzag is one piece 
with the bottom, such that a closed container is formed, whereby a lose tying cord runs 
through the pleating of the cover.
